Sentencing hearing held 


Asentencing hearing was held on 
Wednesday, Dec. 16, in United 
States District Court in Montgomery 
for 16 people who had either pleaded 
guilty or been found guilty to 
violating federal gambling laws, 
and among those sentenced was one 
Elba resident. 

Durrell Hudson of Elba was 
sentenced tc 18 months, suspended 
to three. years probation and. fined 
$2500 and a $50 assessment fee for 
his involvement with the case that 
stemmed from a Jan. 1, 1986, search 


of a trailer in Covington County that 
led authorities to an alleged 
gambling operation. 

Originally, a total of 42 people 
were indicted on various charges in 
connection with the operation; 
however, many cases were later 
dismissed, including the one against 
Elba resident Fred Smith Jr. The 
motion to dismiss the charges 
against “Smith was made by the 
United States District Attorney’s 
Office.

Mrs. Vignola stated that SADD 
was organized in 1981 in 
Massachusetts by a high school 
instructor after the death of two 
$tudents at the school in alcohoi- 
related accidents, and added that the 
Officers in the Elba chapter were 
Selected after each student: interest- 
ed in becoming an officer wrote a 
letter explaining why he-s\he wished 
to be an officer. 

Guest speaker for the evening 


was Mr. Jessie Seroyer, chief 
investigator for ‘the attorney 
general’s office and a former 


narcotics officer with the Opelika 
Police Dept. 

“As an undercover narcotics 
agent I bought drugs from people of 
all classes and races,’’ said Seroyer. 
“The attorney general promised in 
1987 to get into each community in 
the state using his Drug Task Force 
to combat the problem of drug use. 
The task force is comprised of 
citizens across the state who 
combined to report the needs and 
ideas of how best to fight the 
increasing problem of drugs.’’ 

Seroyer stated that latest reports 
indicate that 61 percent of all high 
school students across the nation 
have used drugs, while 74 people are 
killed each day by drunk drivers, 
which translates to one fatality every 
20 minutes, He also reported that 
one out of every 10 cars is being 
driven by an intoxicated driver! 

Elba dentist Dr. Tim Jackson 
entertained the crowd with a James 
Taylor hit, ‘‘You’ve Got A Friend,”’ 
and following the song everyone 
present was given a ‘‘Contract For 
Life’ to examine. 

The contract, which is between 
teenager and parent, calls for both 
parties to promise to call the other 
whenever either is too intoxicated to 
drive or is with a driver that is 
drinking and may be a hazard to 
other drivers. 

The meeting was the first to be 
held after school hours and ali club 
members urged people in the 


community to take an active role in 
the organization,

County Food Stamp supervisor feels state is 


ignoring desperate problem of understaffing 


The Coffee County Dept. of 
Human Resources released its 
monthly bulletin recently for the 
month of December, and county 
director Ronald Smith repeated his 
belief that the local workers were a 
‘dedicated staff that had earned a 
reputation for providing quality and 
timely services to the citizens of 
Coffee County.”’ 

Service Unit supervisor Cathie 
Hansen reported that her office had 
investigated a total of 24 child abuse 
cases during the past month, with 
the cases being - physical - 5, sexual 
- 7, and neglect - 12, in nature. Two 
cases of adult abuse were also 
investigated. 

Open cases during the month 
totaled 405° and included adult 
protective services - 88, adult 
Medicaid waiver - 34, adoptions - 16, 
foster care - 44, day care homes - 23, 
foster homes - 23, and child pro- 
tective services - 176. 

“Effective in December,’’ stated 
Hansen, ‘‘the Adult Service Program 
was transferred to Glenda Smith. We 
have restructured the workload for 
family and children’s services so that 
one person is doing intake full time 
and another is handling child abuse 
investigations. 

“Our worker on call after hours 
responds to many calls, and the 
after-hour response system is 
working well. All hospitals, police 
departments and others call the 
Enterprise Police Dept. when a 
possible case is discovered, and the 
dispatcher in turn notifies the social 
worker. If a social worker is needed 
after hours to investigate abuse or 
neglect, a person should call 
347-2222.” 

Community Resources and Child 
Support supervisor Glenda Smith 
reported that during the first week in 
November she attended the 1987 
Governor’s Conference on 
Volunteerism and made _ good 
contacts as well as gaining valuable 
information. She also attended a 
seminar on youth suicide on Nov. 
12-13 at Auburn University and 


stated ‘‘The workshop included 
counseling and treatment 
techniques.”’ 

On Thursday, Nov. 19, Mrs. 


Smith appeared on Alabama Public 
Television with a panel format which 
answered call-in questions regarding 
family relationships and problems, 
and she reported that the response to 
the show was very impressive. 

Mrs. Smith stated there was a 
total of 151 client contacts during 
November and a total of 367 records 
were handled, prompting Mrs. 
Smith to report ‘‘We are pleased 
with the success of this program in 
Coffee County and recently received 
recognition in Birmingham at the 
Child Support Convention. The 
combined cooperative efforts of the 
courts, district attorney’s office and 
this office is the reason Coffee 
County has such a good record of 
collection.’” 

Total child support collections 
during the past month were 
$36,266.13, with a total caseload of 
1,519, 

Eligibility Unit supervisor Dianne 
Parker stated that she and Mrs. 
Gletida Smith attended the Regional 
Public Assistance - Child Support 
Supervisors meeting during 
November, and at the meeting the 


state’s legal department presented a 
program on confidentiality of 
information in ADC and Child 
Support cases. 

Parker reported that Aid to 
Dependent Children (ADC) cases 
totaled 326 during the past month 
and total grants were $44,771. 

Food Stamp Program supervisor 
Debbie Jones stated that in 
November her office issued stamps 
to a total of 1,148 households, with 
the total number of members in the

households being 2,921. Total 
amount of food stamps issued during 
the month were $126,413. 

“The Coffee County Food Stamp 
office is now operating with less 
employees than when the office 
opened in 1974,’’ stated Jones. ‘‘It 
would appear if we were trying to 
reduce the error rate we would hire 
more workers rather than con- 
tinuously adding additional work to 
workers who cannot possibly 
perform the tasks required at the 


present time! 

“Tam extremely worried that the 
state office, continually ignoring our 
desperate problem of being under- 
staffed, will cause worker burnout, 
skyrocketing error rate and dissatis- 
fied clients. 

‘*At the present time we have 
two-and-a-half workers caring for 
1,148 households with approximately 
300 monthly reports. This is a 
caseload: for four workers as set by 
State standards.”’

of surplus state equipment 


There is an old saying that ‘tOne 
Man’s trash is another man’s 
treasure,’’ and for Coffee County 
Engineer Mark Pool truer words 
were never spoken as in the past 
three months the engineer has 
almost completely re-equipped the 
county’s worn-out fleet of pickup 
trucks and other equipment with 
surplus items from the State of 


Alabama’s surplus lot of used 
equipment turned in by the highway 
department. 


“The state highway department 
has a timetable it works by, and 
when a truck or piece of machinery 
has been in use for a certain amount 
of time it is placed on the surplus lot 
and sold to any city, county or 
non-profit agency as junked mer- 
chandise,’’ stated Pool. ‘‘While the 
equipment may be surplus to the 
state, most of the time it is better 
than what the counties have and the 
competition for the equipment is 
fierce. 

‘What we’ve done in Coffee 
County has been to keep an eye out 
for certain things we need and when

Pool reported that the county 
held an auction of its own recently on 
equipment called ‘‘surplus’’ by the 
commission and engineer, while the 
equipment was ‘‘closer to being 
junk’’ according to Pool. 

‘We raised $100,000 by selling 
the old, worn-out equipment on our 
lot,’’ stated Pool, ‘‘and while it was 
junk to us, it was obviously worth 
something to somebody. In turn we 
used the money raised at the sale to 


purchase the items we were able to 
find at the state surplus lot.’’ 

Items purchased recently from 
the state include a GMC tandem 
dump™“ruck, a 1983 carry-all, a 1982 
El Camino and five pickups, none 
older than an ’80 model, as well as a 
tractor trailer truck, The value of the 
equipment when new was estimated 
at $190,000, while the actual sale 
price paid by the county was less 
than $35,000. 

“We still need several dump 
trucks and another carry-all,’’ added 
Pool, ‘‘and we’ll look whenever we 
can and if there is a good deal on the 
lot we'll go after it.’”

Transporting & 
Handling Seedlings 
Is Key To Success 


Whether you are a home- 
owner planting ornamental trees to 
enchance the beauty of your yard, or 
a large landowner planting thous- 
ands of trees for the future, everyone 
wants to receive the maximum 
benefit from thier time and invest- 
ment, One of the most important 
things toremember to insure strong, 
healthy trees and a higher survival 
rate is the care that should be taken 
when transporting and handling 
seedlings. 

Below are tips that should be 
followed when transportating and 
storing seedlings: 


***When transporting, inspect seed- 
ling bundles for shipping errors 
while loading. 

***Haul in a refrigerated truck if 
available. 

***Use a tarpaulin to avoid excessive 
exposure to sun, wind, and freezing 
temperatures. 

***Slat sided trucks will allow 
enough ventilation to prevent heat- 
ing in the bundle. 

***Secure bundles to prevent them 
from falling off the truck. 

***The period of transit should be as 
short as possible. 

.***In warm weather haul seedlings 
at night if possible. 

***Do not leave the trees stacked on 
the truck; unload immediately, 


Seedlings should be planted 
within two weeks of the time of 
pickup to improve survival. If 
immediate planting can not be done 
follow the steps below when storing 
seedlings. 


***Dormant seedlings can be kept 
in cold storage up to 10 weeks at 
32-40 degree temperatures and high 
humidit 

***Seedlings may be kept in bundles 
for up to three weeks. 


: ***Tape up holes in packaging to 


prevent roots from drying. 
***Seedlings should be watered on 
arrival and every other day 
thereafter. 

***Store seedling bundles in an area 
protected from the sun, wind and 
freezing temperaturees. 

***Stack bundles loosely and not 
over three deep to _ permit 
ventilation. 

***Stack bundles with one end 
higher than the other to permit 
drainage. 

***After three weeks, seedlings 
‘must be taken from bales and 
heelded in or placed temporarily in 
the ground,

1. Put sugar, light corn syrup, 
water and salt in saucepan and heat, 
stirring until sugar is dissolved. 

2. Boil without stirring, until 
syrup reaches hardball stage (265°F) 

3. Remove from heat. 

4. Pour syrup gradually into 
stiffly beaten egg whites, beating 
constantly with rotary beater or 
electric mixer at medium speed. 

5. Continue to beat until mixture 
holds its shape when dropped from a 
spoon, 

6. Add vanilla and chopped 
walnuts and mix thoroughly. 

7. Put in lightly greased 9-inch- 
square pan, 

8. Cut into l-inch squares.

Council ok’s use of car by fire chief 


The Elba City Council met 
Monday evening with all members 
present and taking an active part in 
the business of the day. 

The council suspended the rules 
and adopted an ordinance to allow 
the demolition of the former Gunter 
Dunn building that was recently 


deeded to the City of Elba. The 
council heard recommendations that 
the building be removed because it 
was not economical to repair the 
facility that has stood empty for a 
number of years, has suffered 
extensive roof leak damage, broken 
glass, loss and/lack of insulation, 


broken and missing heating and 
cooling units, etc. 

Council members voted to solicit 
bids on the removal of the building 
with the successful bidder retaining 
one 40-foot I-beam for use by the city 
and having the right to salvage the 
balance of the materials for personal 


Takeover attempt of National 


Security is topic of hearing 


Public hearings began this week 
before the Alabama Dept. of 
Insurance concerning the contro- 
versial takeover attempt of the 
National Security Insurance 
Company by a New Orleans financier 
who has stated he would ‘‘fire all 
National Security employees except 
the salesmen’’ if his takeover 
attempt was successful. 

During the opening day of the 
hearings on Monday, Jan. 11, Louis 
J. Roussel, the majority stockholder 
of the Victory Financial Group of 
New Orleans which owns the Mutual 
Savings Life Insurance Company, 
admitted to the insurance board that 
he would fire the employees if he 
took over the company, and stated 
his main interest would lie with the 
**stockholders and not the company 


employees.”’ 

Executives of National Security, 
headquartered in Elba, are fighting 
Roussel and have asked the 
insurance department to cancel the 
sale of 22 percent of the company’s 
stock to Mutual Savings, which is 
headquartered in Decatur. 

Companies purchasing stock in 
excess of five percent of an insurance 
company must have the sale 
approved by the insurance depart- 
ment and the hearings are being 
held to give the department a clear 
understanding of the possible sale. 
Following the end of the hearings, 
Insurance Commissioner Jack 
Greeno will have 30 days to make a 
ruling on the proposed sale. 

National Security officials are 
leery of a plan by Roussel to 


purchase over 50 percent of the 
company’s stock, which would give 
him control of the company. Roussel 
stated in a Dec. 3 deposition that he 
planned to acquire more than 50 
percent of the company. 

While on the stand Monday, 
Roussel declared the sale would not 
harm National Security, as stated by 
the National Security executives, and 
an attorney representing Mutual 
Savings testified that the company’s 
assets had tripled since the sale to 
Roussel’s group in 1970. 

The subject of numerous 
inquiries by the Internal Revenue 
Service and Justice Department, the 
highly publicized Louisiana million- 
aire noted his clean record during 
the hearing and stated he had never 
been indicted or arrested. 


Eradication program is success in siate 


The Alabama Dept; of Public 
Safety reported recently that 
marijuana plants valued at over $128 
million were destroyed during the 
state’s ‘*Domestic Marijuana Eradi- 
cation Program’’ in 1987 and that 
between March and November the 
Operation netted 160,272 plants 
found growing in 1,358 plots in 64 
counties through6ut the state. 

“The program is a combined 
effort of local police departments, 
sheriffs’ offices and federal and state 
agencies that depend on citizen 
involvement to help _ jocate 
marijuana,’’ stated Col. Thomas H. 
Wells, public safety director. ‘‘The 
Dept. of Public Safety narcotics unit 
coordinates the program, which is 
sponsored nationwide by the United 
States Drug Enforcement Agency. 
Since the inception of the program in 
1982 the cooperative effort of law 
enforcement agencies to locate and 
destroy Alabama's domestic 
marijuana crop has proven extremely 
effective."’ 

State trooper pilots provide aerial 
observation for the program and 


INB1 Domestic MARITUANA ERADICATION TROGRAM 
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have become increasingly successful 
at locating marijuana from the air, 
according to Col. Wells, who added 
that once the illegal drug is located, 
state and local law enforcement 
officers assist in its destruction. 

‘*The state’s eradication program 
has been a great help to us here in 
Coffee County,’’ said Coffee County 
Sheriff Brice Paul. ‘Five years ago 
we would find at least 5-6,000 plants 
each year, but last year only 95 
plants were discovered and part of 
the decline can be directly linked to 
the state’s program. We had a 
trooper fly around the county for two 
days recently and he spotted only 
three plants, with each plant being at 
a different location, so you can see 
that the program has had an 
impact!"’ 

“It would be foolish to think that 
because we discovered only 95 
marijuana plants during 1987 that 
the growers had quit growing the 
stuff in Coffee County,’’ added Paul. 
‘*They are planting less, but they are 
learning to hide it better, and many 
growers are beginning to move their 
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operations inside to barns or chicken 


houses. 

“They are becoming more and 
more cautious every year because of 
the program and because of the 
violence that has begun between 
many of the growers themselves. 

‘It’s obvious that the number of 
plants being grown in the county is 
down from years past, but we know 
it’s still around, and as spring nears 
we'll be on the lookout for any 
unusual activities and actions by 
small farmers, or would-be 
farmers."’

use. If no bidder makes an offer for 
the materials, city crews -will tear 
down and remove the building. 
Council members were unanimous in 
their decision to demolish the 
building. 

Mayor Bob English said he would 
like for the council to consider paving 
the vacant lot adding the necessary 
lighting and opening it for use as a 
free public parking lot for people 
who car-pool to out-of-town jobs. The 
council made no decision on that at 
this meeting. 

Council members were presented. 
copies of a petition to allow fire chief 
Loyd Driggers to take the fire chief 
car home on nights and weekends. 
The petition noted this would allow 
him to respond quicker and keep in 
constant touch with other volunteer 
firemen responding to the fire. 
English told council members that 
Chief Driggers had been doing this 
some already, but it was stopped 
when noted it was without council 
approval. The city council voted 
unanimously to allow Driggers use of 
the fire care on nights and 
weekends, 

Bills totaling $14,800 were 
approved for payment. They 
included gas and oil at $2829; $900 
materials and paint for ball park 
bleachers; $1846 insurance on 
buildings at the park; $2931 repairs 
on the front-end loader, and $755 for 
repairs on the back hoe. These five 
items totaled $9261 of the bills, 
according to Mayor English, 

English told the council that 
patching of potholes in the streets 
was held up because of the cold 
weather and the closing down of 
asphalt plants. He said also that the 
Alabama Highway Dept. was 
helping with engineering on a 
sidewalk along Claxton Ave. to the 
hospital. Also there is hope that the 
state will help fund this project. 

The council is looking into the 
possibility of doing some work on the 
levee for the benefit of joggers. 
English also told cuuncil members 
that the Water and Electric Board 
would be asked to help by furnishing 
lighting for this area. No details were 
given on exactly what area this 
would involve.

Rental business charged with 


distribution of obscene works 


The manager of a local movie 
rental business was arrested last 
week and charged with the distri- 
bution of obscene works after a tape 
rented at the business was deemed 
to be obscene by a local judge. 

According to an official at the 
Elba Police Dept., a citizen filed a 
complaint on Tuesday, Jan, 5, that a 
tape rented at the Movie Gallery, 
located on Court St, in Elba, con- 
tained alleged obscene material. 

Local police reportedly had a 
civilian rent the tape in question and 
it was taken to the district attorney's 
office and later viewed by District 
Judge Tom Head, who deemed the 
video to be obscene in nature and 
issued a search warrant to local 


authorities. 

Police officers entered the 
business at approximately 11:30 
a.m, on Wednesday, Jan. 6, to 
execute the warrant, but found no 
other alleged obscene video tapes at 
the business. The manager was 
arrested following the search on the 
charge of distributing obscene 
works, which is a Class A mis- 
demeanor carrying a jail term and up 
to a $10,000 fine. 

It was reported that the alleged 
obscene video tapes were kept under 
the counter at the business, out of 
view of customers and could be 
rented only upon request; however, 
the manager denied the charge and 
the existence of the tapes.
